Against Greedy Monopolies. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


to the bill introduced by Judge Dryden, re- 
pealing an act concerning street railroads, 
passed in 1860, and some opposition manifest- 
ed to its passage. 

This opposition arises, however, merely 
from interested parties, or such who did not 
fully comprehend the scope of this repeal. An 
examination of the act of 1860 will show that 
the same creates a grinding monopoly, and 
that its repeal is not only an act of justice, but 
one of absolute necessity. .Section 3 of that aet 
provides that no street railroad shall hereafter 
be constructed in the city of St. Louis nearer 
to a parallel road than the 

-third parallel street from any road 
now constructed, or which may be hereafter 
constructed, except the roads hereinbefore 
mentioned (that is,the St. Louis, People’s and 
Citizens’ R. R.’s). 

Now everybody knows that the central part 
of the city is situated between Chou- 
teau avenue and Cass avenue, and between 
Second and  Enghteenth streets. By 
the operation of the above law, no new street 
railroad permitted to land 
or pass through this district, 
and they would have to stop at some 
place outside of the same and the passengers 
would have to change cars and pay double 
fare in order to reach the central part of the 
city. All suburbs would be totally and for- 
ever excluded from direct communication 
with the central part of the city, asthe pres- 
ent railroads refuse also to permit the use of 

| their tracks. 

But this is not the only effect of the present 
law. In addftion, according to the decision of 
the Supreme Court, every street railroad 
which, since 1860, has been 
constructed on any street with- 
in third parallel road, is,illegal and may §be 
compelled to take up its tracks ifthe law re- 


mains as at present. This will affect and 
place atthe mercy of the companies above 
named the following roads: © . 

Umon Railroad Company, Lindell Railway 
Company, Bellefontaine Railway Company, 
Tower Grove and Lafayette Railway Company, 
Cass Avenue Railroad, Northwestern, now 
called the Mound City Railroad Company, 
Gravois and Union Depot Railroad Company, 
and the South St. Louis Railroad Company. 

It is natural that the old street railroad 
companies should oppose all attempts to have 
free competition. But we are greatly mistak- 
en if the residents on any of these new lines 
are prepared to pay a tribute fin the shape of 
double fare to these monopolies or be exclud- 
ed from direct communication with the heart 
of the city. 

The control of the streets and the regulation 
of street railroads should be in the hands of 
the city authorities. This every disinterested 
citizen will admit. As it appears that this 
old law of 1860, passed at the instance of cer- 
tain railroads at a time when no one perceived 
the im née of such a measure, is in the 
wav of such control and regulation, the sooner 
this law is repealed the better it will be for 
thecity. - _- MaNyY CITIZENS.

The spies, whoy I re- 
gret to own, are almost exclusively nagves of 
the countries betrayed by them, receivp their 
instructions directly from headquarteg and 
are not known even to the diplomatigrepre- 
sentatives of the empire.

Statements that May be Received With a 
Grain of Salt. 


A Post-DISPATCH man this afternoon in- 
terviewed C. W. Prentiss, the chairman of 
the Negro Cominittee of Transportation, on 
the levee, amid the skid-piles and the crowds 
of emigrants under his care. 

They have 800 individuals who arrived on on the 
Jobn <A. Scudder this morning to ship this 
evening on the E. H. Durfee, which takes the 
darkeys to Wyandotte, Kansas. A distributing 
committee meets them there and helps them 
into the various parts of the country where 
they are needed. 

The boat is taking the emigrants out at $2 50 
a head, and Prentiss says that the means can 
be raised to send them on without any charge 
on the city. The Mullanphy Board 
is to give seventy-five tickets, and it will need 
about $500 more to send them _ on. 
Eight hundred = dollars was 
last week, principally among 
the colored people, the whites helping to 
some extent. No representations were 
made to induce these people to come 
among us, only the bad treatment they are re- 
ceiving at the South. 

When the exodus was beginning the whites 
hung four men and two women  be- 
tween Vicksburg and ' Jack- 
son. One of the women was 
enceinte at the time, and while onthe road 
gave birth to a child, which is still living at 
Vicksburg. 

The statements of the chairman, Prentiss, 
must be accepted cum grano.

| Separate Prisons. 

A new reformatory for women, governed 
and managed by women, such as is contem- 
plated by the bill introduced into the Legisla- 
ture of New York, will be at least an interest- 
ing experiment. If the prison should be es- 
tablished it would go far, if successful, to re- 
fute a popular idea that women are harder 
upon their erring sistersthan mep ares Some 
foundation for such belief may be laid by the 
sharp and decided way in which women 
themselves; and also in the fact 
that for various reasons women are nat- 
urally led to defend their own characters by 
severe eriticism of each other’s offenses.

‘ven if the flowers nave ai withered 
look when seen without the water, 
they appear fresh again when the 
water is renewed. A _ bouquet in this way 


renovated has been known to last a month. 
Lycopodium looks very well with the flowers, 
so do any seraps of fern. If other flowers are 
not forthcoming holly and laurustinus, with 
the leaves stripped off, are most effective. 
Adding a wreath of real fresh flowers or moss 
around the edge of the dish outside enhances 
the beauty and makes a tasteful ceuter-piece. 
This can be done withareal wreath or by 
filling the small glass troughs forming a cir- 
cle. Very small water bouquets can be made 
with finger glasses, and pink ones have a 

retty effect. These ornaments are cheerful- 
ooking on a breakfast table. Table decora- 
tions can be arranged with various kinds of 
leaves, a few flowers and picces of soft cot- 
ton-wool put in, witha preparation called 
‘*frost’’ ve thickly on. The cotton 


wool should only _— out from among the 
leayes as a ‘art of snow foundation. Gum 
must applied to the leaves, ete., or 


the *‘frost’’ will not remain. ‘This, if taste- 
fully arranged, looks well for lighted supper 
or dinner tables when flowers are scarce.
